The firſt that embraced his Propoſitions were tht Te- 
ſuites who as they haue ordinarly good wits which made 
them the rather capable of ſo aduantagions a proie&t , fo 
they were the more animated thereunro (by vpbrayding 
the lazineſſe of our Clergie) to ſhew with what feraencie - 
they trauell to propagate the Goſpell in doing whereof 
(whither itbe ambition or deuotion that prouokes them 


ſparing no paines)they haue trauelled both to the Ealt and 


Weſt Indies, and to that admired Kingdome of China; their 
Societie in Fraxce preuayling with all that had any incli- 
nation either to religion, or to vertue did-eafily gather a

co be more fertile, and the Seas more frequented, did con- 
ceiue by a deſcription made ynto him by the Sauages, that 
there were ſome come from this part of: the World to in» 
habit there, and being iealoug of any thing that mighe de- 
rogate from.the honour, or prooue preiudiciall to-the bene= 
fir of his Nation, whereof their intereſt in this was eaſie to

As ſoone as 
they were entred within the Port, rfeere the vyppermoſt of 
the lands, Sir Samnel/direfting the ſhip to rideat a reaſo- 
nable diſtance to attend occaſions before the Fort, did land 
himſelfe with fortie of the beft of his men vpon'a Medow, 
where immediatly they hearda Peece of Ordnance from © 
the Fort,and he concewing fince is was ſhot whilſt it could 
dono harmethat it was done eitherbut to giue terrour to 
them,or to warne ſome that might happen to bee abroad, 
Did make the greater haſte towardes the Fort,: where hee 
preſently entred, finding it abandoned without any men at 
all, left for the defence thereof, hee went yp the River ſide

_ Whichhecarried with him to ſerue for Seed inYirginia,he 
ſaw likewiſe their Corne Mull very conveniently placed, 
which together with the Barnes hee. left Bandivg vntou- 
ched, As forthe Fort it ſelte he deſtroyed it downe to the 
ground, razing the French Armes , and leaving no monu- 
ment remayning, that might wi:neſſe their being there, 
After this Biencowrs who had beene ſome where abroad 
travelling through the Countrey , comming home deſired 
toconferre with Sir Samnell Argall, whogid meete with 
him apart from the Compary vpon a Medow,, 'andafter 
- they had expoſtulated a "5h tor what had paſt contro» 
verting concerning the French and Engkfs Tule to tlieſe 
bounds, at laſt Biencoart cficred (if hee might hane a prote- 
Etion) todepend ypon our King ,- and todraw: the whole

_ enemy.Brenconrt labouring earneſtly to haue had theTefuir 
(a3 he confelſedy with a purpoſe to hang him,Whilt they 
weredifcourting togerlier , one 'of the Siuzges came ſud- 
denly forth from cheW30ds,and licentiated rocomeneere, 
did after his manner earneftly mediate a peace, wondring 
why they that ſeemed co bee of one Countrey hould vi 
others with ſuch hoftilicie, and that witli uch a forme of 
habit and geſture as made themborh tolauyh;, 
After this Biexcourr remoouing from thence to ſome 04 
ther part, Monſicur Champlem who had lived long here,did 
carrie a company with him from France, of ſome fortie 
erſons or thereabonrs vp the Riner of Cavade, whom hee 
lanted on the North fide thereof, with a/purpoſe to ſerue 
Gor a Fattorie, drawing all the Trade of thac farte running 
Riuer - (which aPlantation would haue diſperſed in many 
parts) within the hands of a few whom he och command 
otherwiſe if bis deſires had beene bended that way , hee 
might haue'planted many pap there erenow, the place 
is called Kobeck , where the French doe proſper well, ha-. 
uing Corne by their owne labour, which may furniſh. 
themfelaes forfood, andlikewiſe for a ſtocketo traffique 
_ with the Sauages, with fundry Fraics, Roots, Vine, Grapes 
and Turkie Wheare, Champlets hath difcouered theRiuer 
of Canada, from the Gulfe ypwards aboue rwelue hundred 


miles, m_y init ſfomerimes ſuch falles , as to ſcape the 
fame, he mnt carrie his Boate a little way by Land', and 


then hee did many times come'to great 
whereof hee did alwayes find a Riuer agair 


orear Veſſels which made 
_ might be there'tothe Bay o 
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China, which hath beene ſo many ſundry wayes with fo 
reat chargesſo long ſought for , howſoeuer in xegard of 
4 ſeaſon, and for want of neceſſary prouilions, 'Chempleine- 
didreturne backe at thattime with a purpoſeto goeagair 
another yecre, which if he hath done is not yer knowne, 
but this is moſt certaine , that the River of Caneda hath a 
long courſe and through many goodly Countreyes, ſome 
of theſe great Lakes by ſending forth, or by recetuing great 
Riuers, Ez affoord meancs of commerce as farre as tolome; ' 
arts of Terra Florida, as may bee gathcred by Champleins 
iſcouerie. And now hauing giuen a brewarie of all that 
 15done by the French in America,l will next report of that 
which hath beene done by ſome others. 

I will not here make mention of the many and braue 
Voyages that at the Sea-haue happily beene performed by 
the Engliſh, which fame by eternal records hath recom- 
mendcd to be applauded bythe beſt judgements of cucry 
age, but I willonly ſhortly rouch that which they haue at- 
tempted by way of Plantation, beginning with the New. 
found Land which was firſt diſcouered,and doth lie neereſt 
to this Countrey. Sir Hamfrey Gilbert hauing a Commil- 
ſion from Queene Elizabeth did take polleision of it in 

Her name at Saint /obns Harbour, and thereafter purpoſed 
to hae ſeene {avade, butencountring with ſome ynexpe. 
Qed crolles as hee was returning from thence, ſeeking to 
condemne an opinion (malice or enuie ordinarily taxing 
all aſpiring ſpirits whoſe vertue by way of refletion doth 


vpbraide he baſ enellcof others) that had beene conceiued 
of him as wanting courage, he precipitated himſclfe ypon 
an other extremicie, not to {ceme fearcfull, prouing deſpe- 
rate; forin the timeof a ſtorme, out of a needletle brauc- 
ric, to ſhewa contempt of danger, being in a little ſmall 
Pinnacc, and refuſing to come to his bet Shippe that was
